I'hcrc  arc  a nunihcr  of-\\  a\  s 1)\  whicli  a snccccdiii.u’'  iiciicr- 
ation  maV  know  the  character  of  any  certain  coniiminity's  life 
and  j)eopIe  of.  a former  da\'.  When  rliese  are  taken  together 
they  serve  tis  a comparatively  accurate  criterion  by  which  to 
judge  of  the  moial.  intellectual  ami  social  .standing  of  such  com- 
munity. .\iuopg  these  windows  througli  which  a later  genera- 
tion may  look  upon  its  forbears  are  those  of  the  architecture,  the 
indusaries.  the,  church  and  domestic  life,  the  military  records  and 
the  genertd  social  customs  prevalent  in  such  communit\  and 
time  to  Ik-  studied. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  enough  data  in  hand  to  judge 
Lebanon's  earlv  customs  along  all  these  lines.  ( )ther  writer.^ 
ha\e  alread\  enlightened  this  se)ciety  as  to  her  early  domestic, 
religious,  eslucational.  milittirx . social  tmd  recreative  life.  W e 
have  papers  on  Lebanon's  early  home-life.  f(jlk-lore  and  super- 
stitions. fairs  ami  batallions.  church  life  and  denominational 
origin  and  development,  on  her  early  hotels,  markets,  highways, 
churches.  schuoL.  ami  many  other  phases  of  life  iji  the  past. 
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The  bound  volumes  these  liistoricnl  papers  form  a ricli 
treasure  iu  tlie  hands  o.f  any  one  >o  t(>rtunate  as*to  ]x)ssess  the 
same. 

I'.ut  to  the  best  of  tlie  writer's  knowledjye  we  have  had  no 
accouitt  of  the  oriii[in  and  developmem  of  the  art-|)reservative 
— beyond  an  arrav  of  the  newspa])ers  of  riie  county — Tlie  very 
art  on  which  we  even  now  de])eud  to  shed  abroad  and  preserve 
the  li.srlit  on  all  these  other  pltases  of  life,  wliich  this  Society 
has  thus  ^thered.  We  have  had  no  pa]X'r  on  Lebanon’s  early 
])rinting  .press  and  its  uplifting  and  educational  products.  1 
have  es|)ecial  reference  to  its  lxx)k-prints  which  ^nte-dated  the 
newspaper,  and  which  has  everywhere  jiroven  si^h  a pow'erful 
leverage  in  the  true  elevation  of  a community's  life.  The 
])rinting  press  has  been  the  .State's,  the  l^clKxd's  and  Cliurch's 
right  arm.  While  the  .\postolic  Church  liad  miraculous  jjowers 
and  plenary,  inspiration  to  accredit  its  preaching  and  its 
writing  of  the  Divine  truth,  the  Reformation  and  Modern 
Churc’.i  has  been  able  to  do  its  wairk  .vithout  tiiis' direct  and 
special  divine  gift. -because  to  her  was  given  the  strong  arm  of 

this  uKxlern-day  invention.  ^

LebaiKJti  County  has  never  l>een  without  this  powerful,  en- 
lightening agency.  Years  before  the  .settlements  on  the  Ouitta- 
])ahilla.  the  Swgttara.  the  Tulpehocken  and  the  -Mill  creeks  were 
elevated  into  a .separate  county,  the  printing  press  had  been  set 
u()  in  this  frontier  town  of  Lel>anon.  Its  issues  began  to  shed 

light  and  develop  order  from  the  very  dawn  of  the  nineteenth

century.  It  will  be  our  iiftcresting  5in<l  pleasan-t  task  in  this 
paper  to  set  before  you  and  this  generation  a comjdete  list  of 
these  earlv  .publications,  and  brietly  descrilx;  the  early  I.ehanon 
imprints. 

fhe  wh(ile  subject  of  earl\-  printing,  in  this  nation,  and 
especiallv  of  1 ’ennsvlvania.  is  of  intense  interest,  d'o  the  untir- 
ing efforts  and  ever  watchful  eye  of  a numb<.*r  of  ]>rivate  col- 
lectors. such  as  L'assell.  I’.akcr.  Fennypacker.  Henry  S.  Heil- 
man and  other.s,  and  the  unwearied  ajid  iiK^st  laudable  endeav- 
ors of  our  historical  library  associations,  is  the 'credit  due  and 
was  the  task  made  j)ossible  of  com])iling  catalogues  which  tell 
of  these  ])ublieations  and  bring  them  into  collections,  where 
thev  mav  be  e.xaniined  and  studied.  .\  number  of  such  cata- 
logues have  been  published,  .\mong  those  of  our  State  publica- 
tions are  the  Catalogues  of  W’hitnew  Thomse)n,  Hildeburn 
and  Seidenstecher.  I'he  last  is  devoted  e.xclusively  to  the  first 
eenturv  of  ( lerm'an  printing  in  .\merica.  and  ends  with  the  year 
1S30.  Kut  it  is  from  this  source,  augmented  by  other  informa- 
tion. that  ue  have  the  lists  of  t>ur  .State's  German  incunabula*. 
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which  mav  well  cause  bos<ims  of  the  descendants  of  this  stock 
to  swell  with  a just  pride.  It  is  from  this  source  chiefly  that 
the  f('>llo\\  iuG^  list  of  l.ehanon  s early  hook  and  paper  imprints 
has  been  constructed  ;

W hile  the  ijreatest  interest  attaches  to  the  ( lermantown 
(Sauer)  and  Ejdirata  < I’.aj>tist  coninumity)  presses  ani(>n^-  our 
Stale's  early  ])rintiii5x  liouses.  l)oth  because  of  their  ai^e  and 
prolific  issues,  as  well  as  the  almost  ^universal  relis^ious  char- 
acter of  their  publications, ‘excellin, sc  eve;i_^the  famous  I’liiladel- 
phia  printer,  IJenjamin  I'ranklin,  in  all  these  respects,  there 
were,  however,  soon  a score  of  inland  Penn-sylvania  towns, 
mostly  iii-derman  canmties.  where  this  invenlion  of  untold 
blessing  to  the  world — 'the  printing  press — has  been  very  active. 
Among  these  is  Lebanon.  While  long  a part  of  Lancaster,  and 
later  a part  of  I>auphin  county,  these  county-seats  slightly  ante-, 
dated  •our  town  in  tlie  establishment  of  the  printing  jiress.  \ et 
e’er  the  eighteened  century  had  fully  died  out.  Jacob  .Schnee. 
the  pioneer  printer  of  Lebanon,  hatl  set  up  his  press  and  issued 
its  first  product  in  the  .shape  of-  a horticultural  lx‘)ok'.  It  n’uist 
have  l)een  a hazardous^undertaking.  for  it  takes  three  years  be- 
fore there  is  another  issue,  and  eight  years  till  thy*  jiress' labored 
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rt-i^iilarlv . lliit  fn)in  rlie  year  1807  to  the  present  day.  a cycle  of 
a full  century,  there  has  not  been  a year — for  many  years  lately, 
not  a (lay — that  this  first  wcxxlen.  now  steel,  mother  of  thouo'ht 
and  siM>ken  s|x*ech  has  not  given  birth  ti')  new  issues.  • As  far 
as  we  know,  there  have  tx^en  no  etfort.s  to  check  it  in  its  i^rolific 
fecundity  or  its  untrammeled  libert\'  save  b>'  some  late’  guber- 
natorial dignitaries — one  an  incuml>ent  of  die  chief  executive’s 
chair,  the  other  a strong  candidate  for  it.  ( )ne  made  an  un- 
successful attempt  to  check  the  entire  State  press's  unbridled 
liberty  at  caricature  ami  contumelious  license,  and  the  other  a 
successful  litigated  test  to  reclaim  damage  for,  libel. 

Tile  character  of  the  b(X)ks  issued  in  the  first  half  century 
was  alnu)s-t  altogetlK'r  religious,  tlniugh  a few  noted  biographies 
were  published  and  several  works  on  agricultural,  industrial  and 
educational  subjects  are  also  included.  Se\eral  reprints  occur. 
( )f  course  thev  are  almost  exclusivelv  ( lernian.

.Among  the  rhiugs  that  are  of  especial  curiosity  and  interest 
in  these  earlv  imprints  are  the  cpiaint  illustrations,  the  prefaces, 
tlie  title  [lages.  the  inf<n-mation  contained  in  '.Almanacs,  such  as 
travel  cards,  names  of  inns,  the  ‘highly  religious  and  the  mystic, 
or  picti.stic.  character  of  the  reading  public  that  comjiosed  the 
clientele  of  that  day.  ( )ne  has  a longing  desire,  too.  to  know 
more  about  the  men  who  ventured  into  this  business  of  publi- 
cation at  that  earlv.  thinly-settled  jK^riod  of  time.  It  will  not 
prove  amiss  to  make  a short  e.xcursinn  into  this  field  of  closer 
ins]  lection.
